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ADRIFT ON THE OCEAN 


Tribune: 
A distressing story of the sea was 
told at Grimsby wher ike Danish 


steamer Urania londed ten © sailors 
the sole survivors of ai crew, of 17,1 
who le’t Tonsburg, Norway, in the 
barque Prince Eugene last April, 
bound for Canada. 

The Prince Eugene was a 1500 ton 
vessel and was in ballast, and sprang 
a leak, which so gained on the pumps 
that on June 6th Captain Christian- 
sen gave the order to take te the 
bouts. The longboat was smashed in 
the effort to float her, and three men 
narrowly escaped being drowned. 
Eventually all got away, the captain 
and ten inén in the lifehoat, and the 
mate, carpenter and five men in the 
dinghy. 

Sail was hoisted aud the two boais 
headed N.E. in the hope of striking 
ithe track of the North Atlantic 
tradinz vessels. When it was tco 
late to return to the Prince Eugenr 
it was discovered that in the haste 
an insufficient quantity of water 
had been secured, and as time ad- 
vanced the sailors’ sufferings were 
terrible. For eight days and nights 
the boats sailed, the men almost dy- 
ing for water. To add to their 
troubies the lifeboat commenced to 
leak, and they sat up totheir waist 
in salt water, taking it in turn to 
bale wilh a bucket, while the re- 
inainder scooped out water. with 
their hands. 

During the fourth night the wind 
rese and a gale sprang up. In the 
morning, when those aboard the life- 


boat looked for the cinghy, it was

A Graded Railway Passenger Rate

Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitcba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting 
and 16, which has not been home- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or for other pur- 
poses, may bs homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of ene quarter sec- 
tion, of 150 acres ,more or less.

Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years, be- 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent the settler 
must give six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, at Ottawa, of his intention 
to do so. 


Informetion.—Newly arrived immi- 
grants will receive at the Immigra- 
tion Office, in Winnipeg, or at any 
Dominion Lands Office, in Manitoba 
or the Northwest Territories, infer- 
mation as to the lands that are open 
for entry, and from the officers in 
charge, free of expense, advice and as- 
sistanee in securing land to suit them.
